Curmudgeon’s V |ew on the 

New Roman M^sal 

I admit it. I'm a stick-in-the-mud. I'm not a fan of change. So, when I heard 
that there were going to be changes to the words used in the Mass, I 
groaned. My first words were, "why can't they leave well enough alone?" 

But I decided that if I'm really serious about living in the light of truth and 
finding a sense of the sacred, it was time to put an end to my hesitation. I 
needed to simply explore Holy Mass anew, to rediscover the true essence of 
the sacred liturgy. I had to be humble enough to look at the Mass through 
the eyes of Holy Mother Church, so I could understand their vision for the 
liturgy's renewal. Then, to just prepare well for the great treasure that is the 
new translation of the Roman Missal. 

Once I started looking at the actual changes, I got excited. Something 
wonderful is coming, which will make the prayers of the Mass much richer. 
For example, that most-joyous of prayers, the Gloria, has even more beauty. 
It has the added phrases: "We praise you, we bless you, we adore you, we 
glorify you." Even a wet blanket like me can't help but be enthused by that. 

I love how the Creed is more personal, stating "I Believe," while standing in 
solidarity with everyone else. Oh yeah. I'll be tripping over some things, 
such as the word "consubstantial." The word itself is lovely, better than 
"one in being with the Father." Consubstantial (of the same substance) is a 
word that expresses the Mystery of the Incarnation more powerfully. 
Anyway, as I have problems pronouncing other four-syllable words 
correctly. I'll just have to chuckle when I stumble on this one. 

The fact that my bald head is already "roofless" won't keep me from saying 
"I am not worthy that you should enter under my roof" before communion, 
rather than "I am not worthy to receive you." The words of the Centurion in 
Matthew 8:8 fit so much better. It's a statement that we're not good enough 
on our own for Communion, but the good news is that Christ does make us 
worthy. 

So many of the prayers, especially the Collect (Opening Prayer), the Preface, 
the various forms of the Eucharistic Prayer (and much more), are more 
eloquent now. It's going to be swell! (In other words, it ain't horsefeathers!) 

All kidding aside, the "Third Edition of the Roman Missal" takes the beauty 
of the Eucharistic Liturgy to even greater heights. As Pope Benedict said on 
4/28/2010, "I pray...the change will serve as a springboard for a renewal and 
a deepening of Eucharistic devotion all over the English-speaking world." I 
say in response, "Amen, let it be so."

LJistory of the M a ss Y xplained
